The city has been divided into 
ten air raid sectors, to which 
chief district wardens have been 
appointed.

An 11 percent increase In 
Christmas revenue at the Post 
O.flce this year evidences better 
postal business in practically all 
departments. Postmaster R. O.

There were 33 extra pouch®* 
of incoming mail, six above last 
year; 312 incoming parcel post, 
and 54 incoming sacks of papers, 
an increase of 56 and 13 re¬ 
spectively. 

Outgoing parcel post was 445, 
a drop of 102 from last year;

Dur¬ 
ing the month 75,530 letters have 
passed through the cancelling 
machine.

1219,000 troops. On Sunday, De¬ 
cember 7— "a date which will 
live in infamy”—the Army mus¬ 
tered 1,588,000 men, strengthen¬ 
ing its fighting force more than 
seven times. 

In June, 1939, America’s stock 
of tanks, planes and guns was 
pathetically i n c o nsequential — 
considering the fracas Fate was 
brewing.

A year from today the United 
States will have produced enough 
tanks to equip 35 armoured di¬ 
visions—a feat, it is pointed out, 
that took goose-stepping Ger¬ 
many eight years to accomplish.

On the home front, the sta¬ 
tistician’s chart reveals that 
rents have gone up from 5 to 
16 percent in defense areas and 
food more than 8 per cent; that 
defense industries are paying $12 
a day to thousands of men who 
never before earned $12 a week; 
that tax-paying time will come 
with a wallop two to three times 
harder than ever before.

Thai Government 
To Carry On Against 
Japs, Letter Says 


RAGE FlV* 


According to a letter just re¬ 
ceived in Sierra Madre, one more 
country at present overrun by 
Axis, will have to be counted a- 
mong those captiive Nations such 
as Norway, Holland, Greece, 
Jugo-Slavia, and others now ac¬ 
tively ranged on the side of the 
Democracies. The latest is Thai¬ 
land (Siam), temporarily held by 
Japan. The writer of the letter 
is in intimate contact with the 
Thailand Legation in Washington. 
His letter reads in par: 

“The Minister has decided to 
carry on independently of the 
Thailand Government in Bang¬ 
kok, which has been conquered 
by the Japanese. His Excellency 
feels that in helping the United 
States in any way within his 
power, he will be helping to re¬ 
gain the Thai independence . . . 
and will be expressing the real 
will of the Thai people them¬ 
selves. As the official represent¬ 
ative of his King and of the 
Thai people, he will carry on the 
struggle against the invaders. 
With the cooperation of the Unit¬ 
ed States government, he is now 
broadcasting daily by short-wave 
to the Thai population at home, 
urging it to resist by any means 
in their power.” 

The writer adds: "When one 
realizes what this may mean to 
his family, and to the families 
of the legation staff, which has 
united with him in his efforts, 
it is a heroically courageous 
thing to do.”
